Among tim 25 men who have been chosen to lead thr* great commonwealth 
its present place in the world’s history, three have met with an untimely death 
tile hands of an assassin. On February 12 we celebrate the one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of tho birth of Abraham Lincoln, who was shot at Ford s theatre and died 
April 15, 1865. 
James A. Garfield was the second martyred president, and after the assassin’s 
attack in the station at Washington, he lingered for several weeks until his death 
on September 19, 1881. 
The circumstances surrounding William McKinley’s death at Buffalo are well 
remembered by every citizen. His untimely end came on the 14th of September, 
1901. 
All of these martyred presidents were killed by fanatics, who met their just 
deserts at the hands of the people and the law . Lincoln w as killed by John Wilkes 
Booth; Garfield by Charles Jules Guiteau, aud McKinley by Louis Czolgosz.

foreign life insurance 
companies were compelled today to 
file reports and pay the penalties as 
directed by Judge E. Ray Stevens’ 
opinion in the case of the state of 
Wisconsin against the Columbian Na­ 
tional Life Insurance 
company 
of 
Boston, $38,500 would now be due 
the state treasury. 
But the Columbian has announced 
already that it will appeal the case 
to the supreme court, and there is a 
possibility that it will even go to the 
federal supreme court, because the 
companies contend that the statutes 
which Judge Stevens held valid “de­ 
prive the company of property with­ 
out due process of law.” The suit is a 
test 
case, 
brought by the state 
against he company to enforce the 
penalty of $500 for failure to file its 
report and an additional $500 fo* 
every month thereafter 
while 
the 
company has any policy in force in 
the state. Those reports were due 
March I, last, and at that time fif­ 
teen of the twenty-three withdrawing, 
companies that had policies in force 
in 
Wisconsin filed reports. 
Eight 
failed to file on that day, but three 
of these have since acceded to the 
demand of the insurance department. 
Those Who Failed to File 
The five companies 
which have 
wholly failed to file statements are: 
The Federal Life, Chicago. 
The Manhatan Life, New' York. 
The Mutual Life, New* York. 
Penn Mutual Life, Philadelphia. 
Th© Security Mutual 
Life, Bing- 
hampton, N. Y. 
According to the penalty statute, 
each of these companies now* owes the 
state $6,000, or $30,000 for the five 
companies. The Columbian National, 
against which the decision was ren­ 
dered, flied its statement July 17, 
1908, subjecting Itself to a penalty 
of $2,500 for delaying. The National 
Life of Chicago did not file its state, 
ment until August I, subjecting it­ 
self to a p e n a lty of $3,000, and the 
Union Central Life of Cincinnati, af­ 
ter waiting until August 21, filed a 
statement, Incurring a penalty of $3,- 
000. None of chese penalties, wlitch 
aggregate $38,500, has yet been col­ 
lected. 
In 
addition, the records of the 
state insurance department show that 
many other com pania hav© filed only 
a part of their reporta. Th© state­ 
ments were filed by th© Columbian 
National, th© National Life, and Un­ 
ion Central, after th© action against 
the Columbian National 
had 
been 
started, and evidently to avoid pos­ 
sibility of additional penalties fori 


further delay. 
The Real Significance 
The matter of penalties is signifi­ 
cant to th© state, but the real import­ 
ance of Judge Stevens’ decision, as 
interpreted 
by the adherents of re­ 
form insurance legislation, lies in th© 
fact that if these foreign companies 
can be compelled to furnish state­ 
ments to the department after they 
have ceased to furnish 
statements, 
which the lawr now requires them to 
make, to their policyholders in Wis­ 
consin. The Mutual Life of New York 
may thus, under the Wisconsin law*. 
be compelled 
to 
make individual 
statements to its policyholders, and 
thus to partially account, at least, for 
its $65,000,000 of deferred 
divi­ 
dends. The same would apply to oth­ 
er companies 
that 
kept the state 
“rather than make 
their account­ 
ing.” Under the same conditions, th© 
Union Central and the Germania of 
New York may be compelled to de­ 
clare whether the stockholders or the 
policyholders own their surplus. 
The 
“reform” insurance laws of 
Wisconsin to which the companies 
objected compel limitation of ex­ 
penses. requirements of statement to 
policyholders with annual dividends, 
political contributions, legislative ex­ 
penditures. salaries above $3,000 and 
annual reports to the commissioner 
so long as they hav© policies in force. 
While these laws were being framed 
eight companies, and later ten oth­ 
ers, joined in a printed statement to 
the legislature declaring that a com­ 
pany should not continue in business 
in Wisconsin if the law* prescribe: 
A maximum limitation of premiums, 
a method of valuation which includes 
expense factors, and a definite set­ 
ting aside of a specific portion of the 
premiums in the several policy years 
for expense.
